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This is not the first report we have re- 
ceived of this kind.

At about the same tine as the above there were 
Irumors in Munieh and New York emigre circles that 
{Stetsko and his Banderlsts had been approached by 
fold here to return to sender ( over ) 
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the Chicoms in London. The latter offered to col- 
laborate with Ukrainian emigres in anti-Soviet propa- 
ganda. These rumors were short-lived and unconfirmed.

Soviet Ukrainians with whom AECASSOWARY agents 
have had contacts are well aware of the possibility 
of a Chicom-Ukrainian arrangement against Moscow, 
but, even when maintaining their Ukrainian nationalist 
aspirations, they deny any interest in collaborating 
with the Chicema. They say it would be impossible for 
Soviet Ukrainians to side with the Chiccsns, because C 
the latter are irresponsible and warlike. These, of 
course, are Soviet Ukrdinians masquerading as nation- 
alists (UN officials, etc . ) . What the attitude of 
real Uke nationalists would be, I don't know, but I 
doubt that they would be interested either. Too high 
a price, dealing with the Chicoms. Ko one believes 
that they are responsible. However, despite this, if 
there were same real possibility for gain, not pos- 
sible under current conditions in the USSR, Uke 
nationalists might be tempted. 

Attached also is a Reuters report on Sinkiaag. 

It might be that the Chicoms, in their operational 
schemes, have somehow united these two factors (Ukraine 
and Sinkiang) in a ploy. What they appear to be doing 
against the Ukraine, they accuse the Soviets of doing 
in Sinkiang. Might be truth on both sides.
